is of good siguificauce, ‘The proposal 


to meet the deficit by issuing a loan 
not only alarmed men of business but 
roused the pride of residents, It waa 
at once pronounced to be neither good 
nor seemly that we should borrow 
money to pay our debis, At the same 
time the «peculiar ci:cumstances in 
which we are placed made it unusually 
dificult to provide money by additional 
taxation, ‘Trade is languid, and its im- 
medinto fature deponds ou the course 
of events over which neither foreign 
nor native merchants will have any 
control, Tho business of foreigners is 
so hampered and decreased, and the 
diminution in the namber of Chinese 
residents lings beon so grent, that 
many who would lave preferred that 
some at least of tho required fands 
should be provided by sugmenting 
the different taxes on property, saw 
that the present was an  inoppore 
{ane time in which to press their views 
on tho meeting. The reimposition of 
the whatfage dues,—supporled as the 
oral war by many of tho chief 
importers—offered a way out of the 
difficulty, ‘Tho objections to their re- 
imposition were wimilar to those whioh 
led to their Lnsty withdrawal over five 
years ago. ‘Lhe chief importers of 
pium then complained that they wore 
placed at n disndvartnge with their 
rivala in the trade who resided on 
the French Concession, Other foreign 
merchants living there will have an 
advantage over the houses residing 
within this Settlement, to the amount 
of the dues, viz., one tenth of one per 
cent. To that extent the French 
Concession mny benefit. But the state 
of politicnl wffairs will in some degree 
diminish this; and, as business may 
have greatly improved by the end of 
the yeur, ways may te found to place 
the scheme of municipal taxation ou an 
improved basis before next aununl 
meeting. The Ratepayers-appenr to us 
to have made as fair nn adjustment of 
the burden that bad to be borne as the 
means at their disposal permitted. 
‘They have taxed themselves aud their 
trade to pay the largest proportion of 
the deficit, and they have given the 
Council authority to raise the sum of 
twenty-five thousnnd {nels by the issue 
of debentures, thus adopting the p 
ciple which we advocated on tho first 
nppearauce of the budget. After all 
has been said ngainst the increased ex- 
penditare of recent yeare, it enunot be 
denied that a good portion of the money 
has been rpent in ways that have bene. 
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fited tho Settlement, and will yet do 
60, aud, therefore, those who will here- 
after reside here nre not hardly treated 
in being left to bear some of the cost. 
At the same time we hope that e 
eoonomy will be practised, and that the 
wew Council will be able to reduce the 
bet expenditure tom considerable 
m0} 
thin beowune lsat ities in the spi 
suramer mny be carried on in such a 
way aa lo serionaly ial the trade 
of the port, ‘The ovity of Rute. 
payers are resolutely beut on economy, 
and will expeot the Council to retrenoh

FIGHT BETWEEN THE FRENCH 
AND CHINESE FLEETS. 


On Friday morning the French fleet 
appeared off Sheipoo Roads, when three 
of tho Chineso mon-of-wae ran away, 
leaving the GRigt Yi Yuen and 7S 
Oh‘éag Ohing, oue of theso being n23-yan 
frigate. The French sent in torpedo boats 
nt tho ships repalsed them four times, 
On Sanday morning before daylight the 
French sont in their torpedo bunts again 
wder cover of fishing bonte, aud suc 
ceeded in exploding torpedocs under 
the counters of the ships, which 
caused them to fill, All the crews 
escaped to the shore with the exception

Tue Chinese people have imprinted on 
theic minds a deep impression of the 
history of their country during the 
Inttor part of the Han dynasty, and the 
time known as the Three Kingdoms, 
which onme just after. It wasa time of 
heroes and battles, of many armies, 
and weakness on tho part of the Coutral 
power. Towards the end of the second 
Christian ceutury and the beginning of 
the third, the brenking up of the Han 
dynasty went on rapidly, and three 
powerful Staes grew up. These were 
all large, for China is 80 extensive that, 
when divided into three, each part is 
considerable and has great resources. 
‘The north is the old China proper, con- 
taining most of the cities which havo 
at difforent times been the n 
Its rich provinces, abounding 
in agrioultural products, in silk, a 
thickly populated in every part, were 
also the seat of learning. The Yang- 
teze river is the nataral boundary for 
North-China, It became so again 
the time of the six dynasties, and con- 
tinued during two conturies to separate 
the kingdoms of north and south, It 
wns then that the cutting in two of 
China by this river seemed to be 
a permanent division, Several dyu- 
asties followed the south, as 
tho north, with Use enme imperin 
etiquette and despotic splendour, After 
the Sui and Tung periods the Yangtezo 
again divided the north and the south 
for half « contury, aud once more in 
the Sung dynnsty fora contnry and a 
half. ‘Tho two southorn kingdoms wero 
not able to divide themselves by so 
woll defined a boundary, Wa and 
Sha contended for Chingchou in tt 
neighbourhood of the Tang-ting-hu, the 
Inrgost of Chinese Inkes.

Shn extended south to Yunnan and 
Wa to Fukien and Canton.

‘T's‘ao T'stno 
loved power, but he did not care for

lities, and was much less cruel then 
some of his contempornries, He ordered 
minny persons to be put to denth, but 
only when it seemed necessary for his 
‘There is on record a document 
h enlogizes him in the highest 
terms.

These kingdoms ouly 
Insted Linlf a century ; after thnt time 
the history of Chins for the time hid 
to be written, ‘This duty was andor. 
tnken by Oben-shou, and he belonged 
to North Chinn, while the capital of the 
now dynasty, the ‘I'sin, was wlio in 
North China, He therefore gave T's‘nu 
Ys‘no in history the imporinl title, 
althongh he himself never assumed it, 
At the san 10 he spoke of Liu Pt 
the distant descendant of the H 
‘emperors, a8 Hsien Chu, “ former lor 
Afterwards the emperors lot 
North Ct and mosed their residence 
to Nanking. On this account « his- 
torian of the time made a change and 
represented that the true line uf succes.

MRS. CALDERWOOD OF POLTOY. 
A veuy interesting book has recently 
been published; the letters and a memeir 





of Mrs. Culderwood of Poulton, a Scota 
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Indy who made a journey with her 
hasband from her native country, 
through England to the Low Quuntries, 
in the yoar 1756. She freely indalged 
her curiosity on the way through Eng= 
land, making most particular engniries 
as to the rentals paid by the farmers, 
the produce of their fields, and their 
flocks and horses. Genorally speaking 
she found overything to bo rather in 
ferior to what she bad been accustomed 
to in Scotland, The landladies at the 
inns, their servants, and others with 
whom she conversed, were ignorant and 
indifferent. She tells one story of 
‘ postboy who had been born and 
lived all his life on the land of Sir 
Carnaby Haggerston, and who did not 
know the family name of that gentle~ 
ian, "I'he land, le repeated more than 
one, belonged to Sir Carnaby. ‘Phat 
was all he knew; he had never ap- 
parently heard that his landlord had 
any other uname than Sir Carnaby, In 
tie whole of her jouruey to London 
she only found one woman, a servant 
in an inn, who showed a satisfactory 
dogree of intelligence, ‘Lhe country 
she thought was greatly uuderpopulated, 
‘8 houses were few nenr the road by 
which she travelled, and the namber of 
pooplo to be seon was much smaller 
than near a similar road in Scotland. 
The population of Euglaud at that 
time was seven and a half millions; 
but Mrs, Calderwood says that if the 
Scots, Irish, aud other people wore to be 
deducted the number of native English 
would be found far beneath the popula 
tion which the country was capable of 
sustaining, ‘There is evidence that the 
Indy when at home was a shrewd 
manager, and not only ordered her 
household wisely, but knew all abont 
the value of land and how to farm it 
properly, Indeed at one time she had 
managed her own and her busband’ 
estates, aud had greatly improved their 
condition, besides raising the rental 
some fifty per cent. She complains 
that much of the ment which was used 
in England was poor and flayourlese, 
However, she bas n good word to say 
for the beef, and indeed admits that for 
it and for the splendid Euglish horses 
rome faint. admiration may be allowed. 
It was only when she had arrived off 
Ostend in the Harwich packet, and was 
recovering wilh the other passengers 
from sea sickness, tbat she got a dish 
that pleased her, for she ordered her 
servant to cook some mutton-broth 
which was served out to her companions, 
She confesses thatshehad been wenrying 
for this simple dish ever since #he lind 
left home. ‘The voyage in the packet 
from Harwich is very well and hn- 
monrously described, | ‘I'he captains of 
these vessels were, she says, appointed 
by the King, and the berth was worth 
£1200 a year; partly derived from 
salary, but chiely from fees. A bed 
cost thirty shillings a night—the pas- 
sage money was twelve shillings—aud 
though the ran over to Ostend could 
often be done in daylight, she says the 
captains always tovk good care to be 

















anightatsea. When Mra. Calderwood 
made the passage, the packet was 
obliged to lie at anchor for some time 
before érossing, and the rolling and 
pitching of the craft made ail the 
passengers sea sick, Mrs. Calderwood 
preferred to remain on deck until dark 
rather than face the horrors of the 
cabin, aud when at length she found 
her way to the state-room, a special 
apartment where her husband lay, their 
servant Jolin assisted his mistress to 
undress, while the rolling of the ship 
made that a matter of great difiicalty. 
This Jolin appears to have been out of 
the old race of Scots servants, faithful, 
obstinate and conceited, aud for any re- 
mark that his mistress makes the 
assistance he rendered her that night, 
that may lave been part of his ordiuary 
duty, She complains that the captain 
of the packet and the boatmen who 
carried the pnssengers on shore were 
in collusion, as there was no necessity at 
all to atichor outside, and she therefuro 
seoms to have thought there was no 
harm in advising two poor servant girls 
who had no money to pay the boat fare, 
to get on board aud trast to escaping 
payment when they reached the wharf, 

Her account of Dateh life in Amster 
dam, Delft, aud other places is both i 
teresting and amusing. ‘The English 
had uot fared well under the keen eyes 
of this Scots Indy, but the Dutch fared 
much worse. She did not like the 
manners of the rich merchants and 
their wives whom she met. She thought 
better of the gentlemen than of the 
Indies, and is amusingly sntirieal on 
the dresses and deportment of the Intter, 
who, she says, looked like servant lasses; 
not smart waiting-mnide, but servant 
Insses, ‘They seemed to have no iden 
of dressing themselves with taste or 
oven disoretion, for many of them 
would be seen driving in their splen. 
did carringes and dressed “just like 
sorvant Insses.” When they walked 
they kept their elbows skewered to 
with their bands, one 
a fan, stuck straight 
out before them. Although the wealthy 
people lived with grent display they 
were penurious in many ways, aud 
Mrs, Calderwood tells how a rich Burgo- 
master whom she met offered her and 
her husband somo claret at a country 
hotel, to the great astonishment of 
others who were present and who had 
never before heard of a Datchman 
doing such a thing. It appears that at 
that time the Dutch were notorious in 
Englandand elsewhere for their nigga 
ly ways. Nevertheless he description 
Mrs, Calderwood gives of the epnoious, 
comfortable, clean honses, with their 
trim gardens, shows that the Dutch 
knew how to epend money in their 
own fashion, There is an account of 
Autwerp, fallen from its pride of place 
as the great market of commerce in 
Europe, which it bad been two cen- 
turies before, and delivered over to 
the dominion of the Catholic priest. 
hood ; which offers a startling contrast 
to the description of the same busy, 
























































independent, dissenting city in the 
pages of Mr. Motley’s history, before 
its capture by the Spaniards, Images 
of the Virgin were at every atreet 
corner, some gorgeously attired and 
others in the poorest apparel, Proves 
sions, chiefly with ulterior financial 
objects, took place constantly. Mrs, 
Calderwood went to see one of these at 
the beginning of the Kermesse, and 
having to kneel on the stoue pavement 
complains that that was devilish hard 
on her, She visited an English con- 
vent and saw two nuns, one of them a 
Miss Howard of the Greystoke family 
with which Mrs. Calderwood was oon- 
neoted, but neither seemed to care 
about their friends or native land, It 
was different with a Scots servant in 
the inv, who was delighted to meot a 
conntrywomav. But this girl bad 
turned Catholic, on the simple ground 
that no one in Antwerp professed tho 
Edinburgh religion and thero was no 
use in her continuing init, The book 
presents true and vivid pictures of 
England and Holland in the middle of 
Inst century, ‘The style is charming, 
It is that of o well educated clever 
Scots Indy who bad mingled in the best 
society in her own country, and hod a 
trained and sagacious mind. 











AN ANTI-NOISE ASSOCIATION, 
We are indebted to the Saturday 
Review for a suggestion that might 
with much benefit to the community 
be acted upon in Shanghai, It appoars 
that there has been ® considerable 
outcry at home about the unnecessary 
shrieking of railway-engines, the com- 
panies encouraging the practice of 
whistle-blowing by way of signal, 
upon the ground of economy; aud one 
instance is given in which an engines 
driver so far abused this prerogative as 
to blow hie whistle, not in the interests 
of public safety, but as a signal toa 
housemnid of whom he was euamoured, 
aud whose bower he was in (he habit of 
passing daily, Now the proposal wo 
find in the Saturday is simply that au ns- 
sociation should be started, to be called 
the Society for the Suppression of 
Needless Noise; aud although the re- 
viewer is not very sanguine as to its 
practical success in Eugland, there is 
beyond doubt a very fiue fiold in Shang- 
hai for the exercise of its fanotions by 
such a body, did it oly exist. In 
Shanglini, at the present day, we have 
no railways; but it does not follow 
from this Uhnt the air is not fre. 
quently, indeed constantly, rent by 
shrieks, every one of which is not only 
avoidable but unnecessary. It is somo 
months, now, since we echoed tho 
protest of many foreigners residing 
on or near the Band against the 
intolerable screams and whistles of the 
Inunches plying on the river. The 
porsons in charge of these water-demous 
were at that lime given to blowing a 
shrill, sudden blast whenever the fanoy 
took them, and, in fact, whether there 
was any occasion for doing so or not ; 
aud there is uo doubt that the practice 
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conduced to the terrifying of eampan- 
men, many of whom, in the pauio 
caused by these threaten ng screams, 
yulohed their boate straight in the very 
teeth of danger. Toinvalids on shore,and 
light sleepers generally, the nuisance 
was most seriou, and it is satisfactory 
to notice that there have not been ai 
complaints upon this score for several 
months; this, however, is probably due 
to the fact that windows are generally 
closed daring the winter, aud there is 
always a chance that there may be 
grounds for auother protest when the 
spring oomes round. But there are 
other noises, besides the shrieking of 
steam-logs, which ought to be sup» 
presecd, It may be taken as an axiom 
that every Chinaman who converses 
with a friend in walking slong the 
atreet, talke at the very top of his voice, 
He does not speak, he shouts; and 
whon he gets excited, the shout becomes 
a yell, ‘There are also cortain por- 
sous who, suffering from some private 
grievance, consider it incambent upou 
them to give expression to it in the 
most public manuor, It ig a common 
thing for a Chinaman to deliberately 
take up his position in front of somes 
body’s door, or to stand with his face 
glued fnat to a brick wall, and then to 
commence a series of loud and melan- 
oboly howls, interspersed with eobs aud 
blubberings whioh oan be heard all 
down the street, Sometimes 8 woman 
will calmly take ber seat apo 
curbstone, and sot herself to a similar 
formance, consisting for the most 
part of a long-drawn and most lagubri- 
ona wail, repented over and over again 
without the slightest varintion in time 
or tune for hours together, The uative 
constables pay no more heed to the 
dirplay than if they formed part of the 
audience at a Chinese theatre, bat 
anunter complacently past, absorbed in 
that philosophical vacuity of mind 
whioh is their natacal ohuracteristic. 
Tho resemblance of the entertainment 
ided on the nntive stage is 
heightened by the rattling ccompaui- 
mont of rioketty jinriosas, which,seven 
ie, rush frantically down 
tho strects to the imminent peril of 
» their fares, and the drivers 
traps, ‘These vehicles ap- 
pear to be ingenionsly constructed with 
a view of combining the grentest 
amount of noise with the smallest 
amount of safety aud comfort, aud we 
do not wonder, therefore, that they are 
80 extensively patronised by the CI 
nose, for, like the lady in the song, 
they do make music wherever they go. 
‘hese can be no question that to a peo- 
ple who rovel in racket and delight i 
din as the Chinese do, Shanghai

‘That there are some people who can 
talk, thivk, read, write, and sleep 
through thunderstorms aud earthquakes 
is no doabt true enough ; but persons 
who are so happily aud obtusely con- 
stituted are not, perhaps, ass class, the 
most useful individuals in svoiety, In 
the present case, however, what the 
Saturday says is trae enough, ‘The 
tmnjority who are not sensitive to noi 
are the Chinese ; the minority who are 
rT itive are the foreigners, Aud

6.—Every resolution or amendment must 
be in writing, and signed by the mover and 
seconder, before it can be put from the 

Chair, and no subject shall be considered 

as duly before the Meeting unless it be put 

from the Chair. 

7.—The mode of procedure with regard 
to amendments shall be as follows :—Any 
number of amendments to a resolution 
may be moved and seconded, after which, 
the Chairman shall put the question for 
and against, beginning with the amendment 























last proposed, until some one of the amend- 
ments be carried or all be rejected. ‘The 
rejection of any amendment shall not im- 
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rt the passing of any preceding one, but 
Tick amendment ahall then in ite turn be 
put to the Meeting. In the event of all 
the amendments being rejected, the original 
resolution shall then be put. 

8.—Upon a divison being called for, the 
Secretary shall read the list of Ratepayers | 
registered at the Meeting, and each voter | 
presont shall as his name is read, declare 
whether he votes in the affirmative or ne- | 
gative, and the number of votes which he | 
casts." When the number of votes on each | 
side are equal, the Chairman shall have a} 
second or casting vote. The result of the 
Aivision shall be declared by the Chairman, 
whose decision shall be final, unless a scru- | 
tiny shall be at once called for. 

9.—If a scrutiny be called for, the Chair- 
man shall appoint as scrutineers two Rate- 
payers who shall have voted on opposite 
sides of the question. Such scrutineers 
shall proceed with the scrutiny forthwith, 
and the result shall be declared by the 
Chairman before the dissolution of the 
Meeting. 

10.—No reference shall be allowed to 
any subject or business already disposed of, 
except by consent of a majority of the 
Ratepayers present or represented at a 
Meeting. A resolution once passed can 
“only be rescinded or modified by a majority 
of not less than three-fourths of the voters 
present or represented. 

11,—ANl documents which come before a 
Ratepayers’ Meeting shall, if they have 
been previously exhibited for three clear 
days (exclusive of holidays) at the Council 
Room, be accepted as read, unless specially 
requested to be read at the Meeting. 

12,—Each speaker shall address himself 
to the Chair. As a rule, except it be in 
explanation of the subject under discussion, 
or final reply, Ratepayers shall address the 
Meeting but’ once on each subject. Any 
departure from this rule to be permitted 
only at the discretion of the Chairman. 

13.—On all questions of order, the deci- 
sion of the Chairman shall be final, unless 
overruled by three-fourths of the voters pre- 
sent or represented. 

14.—No business shall be proceeded with 
at any Meeting convened under the provi- 
si f Article XV of the Land Regula- 
tions 1870, until the Chairman shall have 
declared that the requisite number of Rate- 
payers are present or represented, and that 
[hair votes have been duly registered, 
. Mr. Keswick—Gentlemen, the next re- 
solution is— 


Resolution II.—That the Report. and Ac- 
counts for the twelve months ending 31st 
December, 1884, be passed. 


‘The accounts have been before the public 
now for some time, and I have no doubt 
have been very carefully studied. It is 
much to be regretted that they are so un- 
satisfactory ; but I think I may say it is a 
fortunate thing that they are not more #0, 
considering the general depression of trade 
and the unsettled state of political affairs 
enorally. ‘Tho deficit shown, gentlemen, 
if you will turn to Pago 77 of the report, is 
‘Tis, 28,194.93, of which Tls. 12,602.44 is 
due to a falling off in the receipts, and Tis. 
15,592.09 to an increase of the expenditure 
over the provision made in the Budget. It 
will be remembered that in the early part 
of this year thore was a very considerable 
oxodus of the Chineso in the Settlement ; 
and that occasioned a great falling off in 
the reventie from the tax on native houses 
and at the same time the general depression 
have mentioned caused also a consider- 
able falling off in the rentals of houses 
atill occupied, so that there was a considera- 
able diminution in the revenue from these 
houses. The license fees of course fell off 
in precisely the same way—the license fees 
upon all sources of revenue. The expense in 
excess of the budget is large ; but in it of 
course there is included .a considerable 
amount voted at the last annual meeting 
for which no provision was made. I think 
you will find that in this way there were 

















































Tis. 3,000 for lighting, for the twenty-five 
additional electric laps ; and there is the 
‘metalling of the from Yangtsze-poo, 
‘Tis. 3,000; and the vote of Tis. 1,000 to 
the French Orphanage ; and the sum for 
the widening of Peking Road. Of this 
jum we were authorised to raise Tis. 15,000 
by debentures, and by that means we paid a 
considerable portion of the sum I have 
mentioned. You will see that the amount 
expended in excess of the budget includes 
‘Is. 7,000 for police, of which Tis. 3,500 
were expended in getting from England, I 
think thirteen men ; and besides that there 
were Tls. 1,300 expended for policing the 
Bubbling Well Road—a measure which 
I think will be met with public approbation. 
—(Hear, hear.}—The residents on the road 
would have been perfectly willing at that 
period to have contributed as much as 
would have paid for the policing ; but the 
Council adopted the view that in the public 
interest at a time of excitement and 
danger it was not desirable that we should 
call upon any section of the community 
living outside the Settlement to pay for 
any extra policing the public interest re- 
quired. Therefore the Council declined to 
accept at that period the money which the 
its of the road were prepared to 
subscribe to pay for the policing. ‘Then 
if you look further you will find that 
another item is the New Market Lot. 
OF course it will be readily understood how 
that expenditure has beon incurred, We 
had to build a new shed, which cost, I think 
‘Tis. 800 ; and then there were granite chips 
and fittings for water supply, which cost 
a considerable sum, but which had to 
be supplied in order to cleanse the market 
and Keep it in the condition which it ought 
tobe in, Then with regard to the Volun- 
teers, the uniforms cost rather more than 
was ‘expected—I think ‘ls. 800 mor 
and other items amount to an aggregate 
of ‘Tis. 1,000, making altogether a deficit 
of Tis. 1,800. ‘Then comes the Town Band. 
I need hardly go into an explanation of 
that, because it is explained in the corres- 
pondence which is in the report. ‘Then 
‘with regard to the Public Gardens there 
are Tis. 800; the ornamental structure 
now being raised will account for that 
Then there are outstanding accounts and 
sundries. ‘The item for sundries is made up 
of severalsmall items—interest onoverdraft, 
for instance, Tis. 241; rent of house for 
the band ; uniforms for the tax-collectors, 
‘ls. 250; and other items which I need _not 
pursue. Then there is an excess of Tis, 
8,200 in the expenditure on stock and 
stores which I appear to have overlooked. 
Of this amount Tis. 5,000 were expended 
in connection with the furnishing of the 
different Police Stations, etc. Formerly 
the men were not supplied with the various 
requisites which are now given to them. At 
one time I believe they simply had a 
room given to them ; but now, as was in- 
tended, they have provided for them their 
beds and bedding, furniture, crockery, and 
every necessary for their comfort. ‘Then 
in stock. and stores I find Tls, 3,400 ex- 
pended on drain-pipes which are ‘still in 
stock. They were not required, as it turned 
out, at the moment, and therefore we have 
them still. Then re are other items 
for instance, arms for the Volunteers which 
we still have ; and Tis. 1,000 for revolvers, 
which came the other day. ‘Then there are 
the musical instruments, which I might 
have referred to in connection with the 
‘Town Band, which come to Tls. 500. Then, 
gentlemen, if you look at the amounts 
Provided but not expended, there is an 
amount of Tis. 1,100 in connection with 
bridges still unexpended; and for the 
Hongkew survey we have only spent a 
certain portion of the whole amount pro- 
vided, and there remains Tis. 2,200 unex- 
pended. Then there is a sum of Tis. 960 
which is a saving upon the gas estimate 
when the electric light was introduced. 
‘The amount unexpended on general charges 
requires no special comment. Then the 















































‘Tis, 640 is an economy upon the stud ; and 
the balance of debentures I need not ex- 
plain, With reference to the general ex- 
Ppenditure, which may becriticised somewhat. 
since we have spent so much more than was 
yoted, I donot know that thereare any special 
items, except those Ihave mentioned, which 
are to blame for the excessive expenditure. 
I might take as an exainple the additional, 
expenditure which has been absolutely 
entailed upon us and rendered necessary 
by the introduction of the new Police 
Scheme. We have found it necessary to 
expend certain sums in order to do justice 
to that scheme, ‘The actual outlay is Tis, 
84,000 for pay, etc. ; then there are Tis, 
5,000 for furnishing quarters, etc. ; altera- 
tions to buildings, ete., Tis. 2,500 ; rent of 
houses, Tis, 1,000; making. a’ total of Tis. 
93,000. ‘That of course accounts for a 
considerable sum. Having said so much, 
gentlemen, it does not occur to mo that 
there is auything I can usefully add for the 
information of the Ratepayers. I therefore 
move Resolution III, 

‘Mr. Avten—I beg to aecond that. 

‘The resolution was then put to the meet- 
ing, and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Fearox—Mr. Chairman, if it is not 
out of order, I should like to ask a 
tion, There are two amounts here which 
appear on pages 209 and 227—“Carringo 
for Captain Superintendent, Tis. 300,” and 
“animals for Captain Superintendent and 
Inspector of Police, Tis. 497.00." Tis. 800 
seems very large amount for carriages for 
the Captain Superintendent, How many 
carriages do they get? 

Mr. Mysurca—It is Tis. 300. 

Mr. Feanos—Tis, 300 in one place and 
Tis. 497 in the other. My experience is 
that carriages do not cost so much; and 
you can get agood many ponies for Tis. 497, 

Mr. Honupay—Perhaps, Mr. Chai 
man, I might explain that. I” can ex- 
plain it very easily. It has always been 
the custom that the Captain Super- 
intendent and the second officer should 
be provided with carriage and ponies, It 
was the custom formerly always to have 
them provided through the Horse Bazaar, 
and the thing was paid for in small 
amounts in cash; but the new Captain 
Superintendent was offered a choice be- 
tween the old plan and Tis. 300, to be 
spread over five years, and provide him. 
self; and he preferred the latter plan, and it 
was carried out. It is here instead of being 
passed through in small amounts as used to 
e the case before. 

Mr. Keswicx—I would supplement the 
remarks made by Mr. Holliday by mention- 
ing that, apart from the facts he has 
stated, it was necessary to expend sums of 
money on one or two mounted patrols 
which also swelled the amount:—Mr. Chi 
man, the next resolution before the meeting 
is Resolution III, which is on the notice- 
Paper as a motion, 

“To devise ways and means for raising 
requisite funds for Municipal purposes, 
viz : 

To impose and levy rates and issue 
licenses as provided for in the By-Laws 
annexed to the Land Regulations ; and to 
declare an Assessment in the form of a rate 
to be charged on land and buildings within 
the limits of the Settlements. 

(The following resolution, referred to in 
the notice, was printed separately, and 
placed in the hands of the Ratepayers pre- 
sent.) 

Resolution I1I.—That this Meeting, in 
pursuance and execution of the powers 
vested in it by the Shanghai Land Regula- 
tions of 1870, imposes and authorizes the 
Council for the Foreign Community of 
Shanghai, North of the Yang-king-pang, 
to levy, collect and recover upon and from 
all persons liable to pay the same, the fol- 
lowing taxes, rates, and fees for the current 
year:— 

Land Tax at the rate of 4/10ths of 1 per 
cent, on the assessed value (a8 snened 
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1882), from the renters of land registered 
at the various Consulates at Shanghai— 
half-yearly in advance, on and after the Ist 
dag of January and July respectively. 

eneral Municipal Rate of 10 per cent. on 
the actual, or assessed rentals of houses 
inhabited 'by Foreigners, from the occu- 
ponte, —quarterly in advance, on and after 
the ist day of January, April, July, and 
October respectively. 

All such taxes and rates, being payable 
at the time specified, and to be paid within 
fourteen days of presentation of tax note. 

Native Rates and Dues. 

Land Tax at the rate 4/10ths of one per 
cont. on the assessed value of land, from 
Chinese owners and renters of land,—half- 
yearly in advance, on and after the Ist day 
of January and July respectively. 

General Municipal Rate of 10° per cent. 
on native rentals, from Chinese residents, 
monthly or quarterly, as may appear ad- 
visable, on and after 1st January.

Mr. Keswick said—Of course, gentle- 
men, in this memorandum of license fees, 
ete., as you will see, I apprehend, from the 
budget, there will have to be certain changes 
made. Owing to the decreased amount of 
the income derived in 1884 from the usual 
native taxes and licenses, it is necessary to 
make arrangements for adding to the in- 
come by increasing the present rates or 
imposing new taxes. As a matter of fact, 
gentlemen, this has been no very easy 
matter to the Council. Of course we 
have been a good deal embarrassed to know 
in what way we were to impose the taxes 
so as to give us anything like the increase 
of income we required ; and going carefully 
into the subject, the Council came to the 
conclusion that under the present cireum- 
stances the native house-tax was quite as 
high as was justifiable. And moreover 
there have been on more than one occasion 
complaints made that the Chinese are com- 
plaining very much indeed of the taxes 
which are at present imposed upon them ; 
and the Council decided that only one 
source of revenue was left to them to 
increase, and that was the tax on foreign 
houses—they could raise the tax on foreign 
houses from 8 to 10 per cent., making it 
the same as on native houses. It has 
been suggested that the land tax. should 
be raised also; but I think there is 
nodoubt that this would meet with very 

eneral disfavour. I think there can be no 

joubt that a great deal of the land in this 
Settlement is taxed fully at its value, if 
not in excess of it ; and I do not think that 
such a proposal would meet with much 
favour. We decided therefore to propose 
the imposition of a tax of two per cent 
extra on foreign houses, which would give us 
I think, as there are about 800 occupied 
houses, altogether about Tis. 12,000, which 
consequently will not be very’ much felt 
over all that number. We also propose to 
put a tax on Chinese tea-shops. ‘This is a 
tax which has always been imposed in the 
French Concession, and is one, I think, 
which will hardly be felt at all. ’ The only 
surpriso is that it waa never proposed before. 
But unfortunately the revenue to be derived 
from it is very small ; it would only amount 
to Tis. 2,000 according to the estimates. 
But we have put it very low, and I think 
in all probability it will bring from Tis. 
3,000 to Tis. 4,000—say Tis. 3,000 any way. 
OF course this amount will have to he made 
in nine months, because we have only nine 
months to collect it in; I dare say if we 
had twelve months we should be able to 
make it up to Tis. 4,000. After consider- 
ing this question of raising the foreign 
house tax and the imposition of these 
licenses on tea-shops, the Council hadbefore 
them the question of raising a permanent 
and important revenue hy the reimposition 
of the old Wharfage Dues ; but they found 
they could not take up a very strong 
ground on that without the co-operation of 
our neighbours of the French Concession. 
Having taken measures to ascertain how 
far their co-operation might be secured, 
we found that with the excellent re- 
venue they have it would be very far 
from their interest by tid persons from 
going there, should they be driven, away 
from here ‘by the re-imposition of this 
tax. We did not attach very much im- 
tance to the possibility ‘of their bei 
Griven from here but what influenc 
us in deciding not to make any. proposal 
in the budget for the re-imposition of the 
Wharfage Dues was the fact that we could 
not gat te cooperation ofthe foreigners in 
the French Concession. I do not think 
that there is anything particular that I 
need add to what I have said. I might, 
howerer, return to the subject of the tea 
houses. 'T forgot to mention that we pur- 
pose dividing the tea-houses into several 
classes. I think, gentlemen, in moving this 
resolution there is nothing’ further which 
Brenly nade’ ley therefore to Depoee 
fore to propose 
Resolution II.

The Camas then put the resolution 
to the meeting, simply reading the short 
abstract which’ appeared on the notice- 


paper. 

‘Mr. R. W. Lrrrie—t understand, Mr. 
Chairman, that the resolution which the 
Chairman ’of the Council has just moved is 
this long one. I think it is usual—I may 
say it has been the custom so long as I 
have had any experience of these meet- 
ings—for the whole resolution to be read 
to the meeting before it is put. Of 
course it takes a long time, and itis well 
understood what it is; but’ the only thing 
is that bye and bye some one might object 
to the resolution if it weré passed in the 
short form in which the Chairman has put 
it. I think it might be advisable for the 
Chairman to read it. 

‘The Cuarmmax—I can still read it if 
gentlemen wish ; but I observe that last 
year it was taken as read, and for that 
Teason I suggested that it should be now. 

Mr. Keswick—I bey to move that it be 
taken as read. 

Mr. MysuncH—I second that. 

‘The Cuarestax put to the meeting the 
motion that the resolution should be taken 
as read, and a majority of hands were held 
up in its favour. : 

Mr. Lrrrur—Should it not be described 
which is resolution No. 3?—because itis not 
numbered. Someone might object to pay 
one of these taxes bye and bye because it 
is not described in the resolution what the 
taxes are, I think it is well that it should 
bo described what resolution is referred to. 

‘Mr. Penpos—Might it not do just to 
read the heading of the resolution ? 

Mr. Kesw1cx—Gentlemen, in complianeo 
with the request I will read the heading.— 
Mr. Keswick then read the resolution as 
far as‘ License Fees.” He said—The re 
mainder, I think, gentlemen, we may take 
as read, 

Mr. Wanp—Mr. Chairman, I should 
ike to move an amendment to the proposi 
tion, if Lam in order now. It has only just 
been put into my hands, and Tam sorry to 
say Lam not prepared with a long. speech 
about it But it seems to me that the 
municipal finances require sume attention 
at our hands; they have got into such a 
state that we ought to make an effort tu 
put them right. I perceive that it will 
probably be proposed by the Council to 
False Tis. 50,000 by debentures to provide 
for whiat are practically current expenses ; 
and it seems to me to be undesirable 
to burden the Settlement with that large 
issue, seeing that we have already ‘Tis, 
159,000 outstanding. ‘There is a tax which 
the Chairman of the Municipal Council 
has referred to, namely the Wharfage 
Dues, which it seems to me desirable to 
reimpose ; and I believe it would produce 
a very considerable income.—Mr. Ward 
then proposed an amendment in slightly 
different terms from that subsequently read 
by Mr. Drummond. 

‘Mr. Davao seconded the following 
amendment, proposed by Mr. Ward— 

Amendment.—That in liew of an issue of 
debentures and the increase of the Tax on 
Foreign houses, the Council be and are 
hereby authorised to impose a tax in the 
form of dues in respect of goods passed 
through the Custom House by persons re- 
sideut or having their business premises 
within the Settlement, and in respect of 
goods landed or shipped within the Scttle- 
inent; provided that such dues do not exceed 
1-10th of one per cent. on the value of such 
gouds, Goods in transit to be exempted. 
He said—In reference to this amendment, 
which has been proposed, I may mention 
that T have only just been asked to second 
it; and therefore I have not been able to 
take the matter into very much considera 
tion. But I have reason to believe it will 
be supported by a large number of those 
who ate resident in the Settlement, and 


I have much pleasure in 
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who sympathize with the proposition made 
in the amendment. In the first place what 
I think will strike many in regard to the 
proposal made by the Council in their bud- 
get for the coming year is that the financi 
is of a somewhat crude order, and I thin 
one which will not commend itself to the 
great majority of Ratepayers. To meet a 
Targe deficit such as there is to be met by 
imply issuing debentures appears to be 
simply postponing the evil day, and to be 
doing little or nothing towards meeting the 
serious state of financial matters which at 
present exists. To issue these debentures 
as a debt on the property of the Muni- 
cipality will raise the debt on the property 
to its full market value, and will really, as 
it seems to me, place the community 
in a very serious ‘position. ‘The fact that 
there is a large deficit is one which is 
duo to a, great extent to the very, lange 
sums that have been lost, or practically 
lost, by the so-called reforms in police mat- 
ters—{"" Hear, hear ;” and cheers.)—What 
we have gained in that way it is rather 
dificult for most of us to understand. I 
am not aware that the Council have given 
“us yet any statement as to the probable 
‘expenditure on the Police Force in future ; 
but I have heard it stated—and there 
will be an opportunity for the Chair- 
man of the Council to contradict it if 
it is inaccurate—that the expenditure on 
the Police Force in future will probably 
amount to Tis. 100,000 a year. ‘That is an 
enormous amount to fall upon the com- 
munity for this parposo, when the policing 
has boen done for somewhere about half 
the amount. It might have been neces- 
sary that some addition should be made to 
the cost of policing ; but I think no one 
will bo of opinion that such an enormous 
addition to the cost of policing this place 
can possibly have been necessary ‘The 
net gain that we are to receive from this 
increase in the exponditure, at any rate, 
has not beon made plainly apparent. De: 
Dentures, I think, must be condemned as a 
financial’ arrangement ; and the increase in 
the tax on foreign houses is one which will 
fall very heavily on residents here. The 
tax is already a high one, and is based upon 
an assessment far above the present market 
taluoof property. "Consequently the house 
tax is already heavy ; and to increase it will 
be to increase the burden on those who are 
resident in the place, That, I think, is to 
bo deprecated if it can possibly be avoided. 
On the other hand, the reimposition of the 
Wharfage Dues, as the Chairman of the 
Council has told'us, was considered by the 
Council and finally rejected by thom as a 
proposition to thio Ratepayers on the ground 
that. they did not see their way to get the 
authorities on the French Concession to 
agree with them in any scheme which would 
avoid the effect of inducing people to re- 
move, probably, from one side to the other. 
On that ground, and on that ground alone, 
I presume, the Wharfage Dues have been 
left out of the budget. But the question 
is whether that is sufficient. ‘The Wharfage 
Dues have always been considered, I think, 
a fair tax on trade.—(“Oh, ob,” and 
cheers)—It is truo that it fell more hardly 
on some than on others ; but I think asa 
whole it is the general feeling of the com- 
munity thet it is a fair taxon trade. It 
falis upon those who do not reside in the 
place ; and that is a fair reason why those 
who do reside in the place should impose 
it.—(Laughter.)—The incidence of the tax, 
no doubt, fell unequally before ; and J think 
if this amendment is carried the Council 
should be empowered to arrange a tariff of 
dues in a manner which will make it fall 
more fairly and equally. If I am correctly 
informed, the Wharfage ‘Dues in the last 
year of their existence fell very unfairly on 
‘one class of goods, viz., opium. I think 
the two principal’ firms paid somewhere 
about ‘Tis. 8,000 out of an entire revenue of 
about Tls. 80,000. If so it is obvious that it 
bore very unfairly upon that one particular 
class of goods ; and it is very easy to under+ 








stand why those who were hit so hard should 
endeavour to do their business in a way to 
be free from it.

‘Mr, How—Mr. Chairman, it has been an 
unwritten law in this community, which up 
to the present time has always been rigor- 
ously observed, that the issue of debentures

In the first place what 
I think will strike many in regard to the 
proposal made by the Council in their bud- 
get for the coming year is that the financi 
is of a somewhat crude order, and I thin 
one which will not commend itself to the 
great majority of Ratepayers.

‘The fact that 
there is a large deficit is one which is 
duo to a, great extent to the very, lange 
sums that have been lost, or practically 
lost, by the so-called reforms in police mat- 
ters—{"" Hear, hear ;” and cheers.)—What 
we have gained in that way it is rather 
dificult for most of us to understand. I 
am not aware that the Council have given 
“us yet any statement as to the probable 
‘expenditure on the Police Force in future ; 
but I have heard it stated—and there 
will be an opportunity for the Chair- 
man of the Council to contradict it if 
it is inaccurate—that the expenditure on 
the Police Force in future will probably 
amount to Tis. 100,000 a year. ‘That is an 
enormous amount to fall upon the com- 
munity for this parposo, when the policing 
has boen done for somewhere about half 
the amount. It might have been neces- 
sary that some addition should be made to 
the cost of policing ; but I think no one 
will bo of opinion that such an enormous 
addition to the cost of policing this place 
can possibly have been necessary ‘The 
net gain that we are to receive from this 
increase in the exponditure, at any rate, 
has not beon made plainly apparent. De: 
Dentures, I think, must be condemned as a 
financial’ arrangement ; and the increase in 
the tax on foreign houses is one which will 
fall very heavily on residents here. The 
tax is already a high one, and is based upon 
an assessment far above the present market 
taluoof property. "Consequently the house 
tax is already heavy ; and to increase it will 
be to increase the burden on those who are 
resident in the place, That, I think, is to 
bo deprecated if it can possibly be avoided. 
On the other hand, the reimposition of the 
Wharfage Dues, as the Chairman of the 
Council has told'us, was considered by the 
Council and finally rejected by thom as a 
proposition to thio Ratepayers on the ground 
that. they did not see their way to get the 
authorities on the French Concession to 
agree with them in any scheme which would 
avoid the effect of inducing people to re- 
move, probably, from one side to the other. 
On that ground, and on that ground alone, 
I presume, the Wharfage Dues have been 
left out of the budget. But the question 
is whether that is sufficient. ‘The Wharfage 
Dues have always been considered, I think, 
a fair tax on trade.—(“Oh, ob,” and 
cheers)—It is truo that it fell more hardly 
on some than on others ; but I think asa 
whole it is the general feeling of the com- 
munity thet it is a fair taxon trade. It 
falis upon those who do not reside in the 
place ; and that is a fair reason why those 
who do reside in the place should impose 
it.—(Laughter.)—The incidence of the tax, 
no doubt, fell unequally before ; and J think 
if this amendment is carried the Council 
should be empowered to arrange a tariff of 
dues in a manner which will make it fall 
more fairly and equally.

Mr. Naruan—I wish to speak against 
the Wharfage Dues, though not in any 
spirit of opposition. "The words have been 
used that we always tried to evade the 
Wharfage Dues; but we did not try to 
evade them—wo were compelled to do it. 
The principal opium firms, who imported 
from twenty to twenty-five thousand chests, 
among them had to pay Tis. 8,000 to T' 
10,000. Now if our competitors were not 
charged Wharfage Dues, and consequently 
did not charge them to their customers or 
constituents, we could not charge them to 
our customers either ; and it would have 
been paid entirely by’ us, and not, as has 
been said, by people who do not reside 
here.

‘Mr. Natuas—I do not think the Council 
could do that either. 


Mr. Davmaoxp—One remark made by 
‘Mr. Nathan calls for an observation in 
reply. He said the tax had fallen with 
undue heaviness on the goods in which he 
was interested—opium ; “and hoped that 
some means would be devised enabling the 
ues to fall with fairness ; and stated that 
on these gone: he should vote against 
the amendment. I wish to point out to 
hhim, and those who have not noticed the 
fact, that this amendment leaves the 
power in the hands of the Council to use 
their discretion in making a tariff on all the 
ifferent classes of goods, so that it will fall 
with fairness. ‘That is all covered by the 
amendment, and nothing further is wanted 
to give power to the Council to see that 
the dues fall fairly and equally. 

‘Mr. Houtrpay—Perhaps, Mr. Chairman, 
| before the debate is closed, ‘it would not bo 
| out of place for me to give the meeting some 





assurance in reply to a remark made by 
the seconder of the motion with regard to 
‘Tis. 100,000 being spent on police matters. 
It isa very unfortunate thing for the Police 
Scheme, which has received two or three 
Zests’ctreful consideration, and which has 

eon worked out by men well known in the 
community, that we should just now 
have sucha falling off in the revenue. 
Otherwise I think very little fault would 
have been found with it. The figures 
were all carefully placed before the 
community long ago; and in no case have 
they been exceeded until this year. ‘This 
year, unfortunately, they have been exceed- 
ed. But actually, as regards the scheme 
itself—and you must remember it has 
been barely “a year in working—I do not 
think the expenditure will be more than 
Tis. 72,000 or Tis. 73,000 a year. The old 
expenditure was Tis. 60,000 ; and I think 
we have fairly convinced the community 
that for that money we had no Police Force 
at all.—{‘* No, no."}—If you go back you 
will seo we had eight or ten foreign con 
stables— 

‘Mr. Purpox—Mr. Chairman is this in 
order? 

Mr. Hoxtpay—If it is not in order it is 
in justice, It finishes the whole question 
—that is one thing, We have now over 
sizty foreigners, and I do not. think we 

0 beyond ‘the expense I have men+ 
tioned. Te is sad that that is an enormous 
expense for the size of the place ; but in 
Hongkong the expenditure is $200,000, or 
about Tis. 150,000—just about double what 
we pay. I should like to say a few words 
on the desirability of keeping up this Police 
Force.—(“ Question, question.”) 

‘The Cuarksax—You must keep to the 
question, Mr. Holliday. 

Mr. Houapay—It isa very simple mattor. 
It is the necessity of spending ‘Is. 76, 
on a Police Force. Unless we have a good 
Police Force in the Settlement we run a 
risk of riot— 

‘The Cuarnaax—I must rule you out of 
order, Mr. Holliday. 

Mr. Krxeswrtt—Would it not be much 
better if Mr. Holliday spoke to the next. 
resolution ? 

‘Mr. Houttpay—I am only answering an 
allusion on the part of the seconder of the 
amendment. I seo no reason why the 
expenditure should exceed Tis. 70,000 or 
Tis. 75,000 a year in the future. 

Mr. Scuvziz—If we impose these Wharf- 
ago Dues the sane stumbling block will 
ocour which occurred before. ‘The opium 
firms have as good as given notice that if 
we enforce it they will go into the French 
Concession as they did before ; and it would 
be the same with some of the silk finns. 
This being the case, the Wharfage Dues 
cannot possibly bring in the amount we 
expect from them, and I therefore really do 
not see how it will be of any use to impose 
them. We shall have to abolish the dues 
as we did before, because after that notice 
we have received they will be of no use. 
I therefore agree with Mr. Adler that 
they ‘are objectionable, and we should 
find some other way of Taising the money, 
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Mr. Krvcsum1—tt is only proposed that 
this incidence of taxes should fast for on 
; and I think the proposer and seconder 
ould be quite willing that the Council in 
the meantime should take some scheme 
into consideration. Probebly something 
‘will turn up within the next ten or twelve 
months to enable them to bring forward a 
better scheme. I think those on whom 
the incidence will fall seem willing to incur 
it; and I only wish to make one final re- 
mark in reply to Mi. Adler’s very sanguine 
expectation as to an increased revenue, 
‘The present assessment of the Settlement 
is, I find, from twenty to fifty per cent. 
over the actual value of the ground, so that 
thero is really a very heavy burden now 
porne by the owners of property in excess 
of their returns upon it. I would also 
point out that what really regulates the 
value of property in the Settlement is the 
rentals. ‘The native rentals have apparent- 
ly been going down, and there is no reason 
to suppose they will go up. Even if a 
Period of prosperity ‘were. to arrive, it 
would take a considerable time to bring 
the municipal funds up to a favourable 
level. 

‘The Caarnsax then put the amendment 
to the meeting and declared it carried.

Mr. Hooc—Mr. Chairman, with refer- 
ence to the license fee on tea-houses, I 
Ishould like to ask whether the Council 
‘can inform us what proportion that license 
is likely to bear to the rent paid by the 
house. 

Mr. Tuorpurx—I do not think it would 
‘exceed ten per cent. 

‘Mr. Hoco—Supposing a tea-shop pays 
only seven dollars a month? Your lowest 
fee is $1 dollar. It seems to be that the 
license fee might bear very heavily on some 
of thom. 

Mr. Tuorsurx—We could reduce it. 

Mr. Keswicx—Such a tea-shop would be 
a second-class tea-shop. 

Mr. Hoco—But still it would have to 
pay adollar. A dollar is the lowest fee. 

. NaTHAN—A tea-shop which cannot 
afford to pay a dollar must be very poor. 

Mr. n1z—I should imagine the fee 
would bo regulated by the business tran- 
sacted, not by the rental. 

Mr. Hocc—But the value of the business 
pil be in proportion to the value of the

Mr. Hertz—It might be a small house 
doing a large business. 

Mr. Hoce—I do not think this is a good 
tax. I do not agree with the Chairman of 
the Council ; I think it would be a vexatious 
tax—it is really a tax on the means of life 
of the natives. I do not think it is fair to 
imposo such a tax on the natives, who have 
been so hardly hit and are so badly off. If 
the meeting were with with me I should 
propose that the tax be not levied, and I 
should do it in this form : 

Amendment.—That the Council be not 
empowered to levy the License upon Native 
‘Tea Shops. 

‘Mr. Wano—Mr. Chairman, I beg to 
second that. 

Mr. Apter—Mr. Chairman, I beg to 
oppose the ‘amendment on the ground that 

is really a tax which is quite justifiable. 
‘Wo do not tax the houses, but the business; 
and these houses do a rattling business. 
On the French Concession they are much 
more heavily taxed—up to ten dollars, 
‘while we only propose to tax them up to 
six dollars. It is really a fact that they do 
arattling business. As a Ratepayer said 
about the Wharfage Dues, it is very. difi- 
cult to impose a tax and very easy to abolish 
it. I think now there is'a very good op- 
portunity of imposing this tax, and we 
ought to do it. I think the amendment 
ought not to be voted for.

Mr. swicK—Mr. Chairman, the next 
resolution that has to be put to the Rate- 
payers is Resolution IV on the notices of 
motion 

Resolution IV.—That the Estimated Ex- 
penditure in the Municipal Budget for the 
year commencing Ist January, 1885, and 
ending 31st December, 1885, as proposed 
by the retiring Council for the Forei; 
Community of Shanghai, together with the 
recommendations attached thereto, be ap- 
proved and adopted. 

In introducing the budget to the Rate- 
payers I should mention that the expendi- 
ture has been put at the very lowest possible 
point ; and it is the opinion of the Council 
that there is no room for the practice of any 
economy in the figures which are stated in 
the budget. The expenditure, for ex- 
ample, with regard to the police is put 
down, I think, at Tis. 78,810. Well, we 
an make no economy upon that at all, as 
it consists of fixed sums for pay and other 
hhings. There are certain items, of course, 
in connection with the budget which the 
Ratepayers may see fit to make certain 
changes in—for instance, in connection 
with the Sikhs. We propose to take the 
Sikhs off the Bubbling Well Road, the 
particular purpose which required them 
there being removed ; and we intend bring- 
ing them into the Settlement. In 

to that I think it is desirable that I should 
mention on behalf of the Council that 
although there was an expression of opinion 
at the last Ratepayers’ Meeting that the 
Sikhs ought not to be introduced into the 
Settlement, it was dono as a matter of 
expediency; and I think it has meet 
with the approval of the public at lange.— 
It was done ata moment of pressure ; and 
unless there is an expression of opinion in 
favour of the discontinuance of them here, it 
is our intention to maintain them in the 
Force.—(Cheers)—I have mentioned that 
there is no particular economy to be effected 
in regard to the Police. It is not possibl 

for us to do anything more. We may sav 
‘a little here and there ; but in tl i 
is a fixed sum which has to be paid. ‘Then 
with regard to sanitation, as compared with 
last year there is to be an economy of 
‘Tis. 6,000. This is accounted for because 
Tls. 6,000 was voted last year for small-pox 
wards at the General Hospital. ‘That, of 
course, we have not got to pay this year. 
After that comes the question of lighting. 
‘That is, of course, a question which it will 
be for the Ratepayers to decide upon. It 
is not necessary that I should go imto any 
details with regard to the various expres- 
sions of opinion on the subject of the electric 
light and gas ; but it is my duty as Chair- 
man of the Council, on my own behalf and 
on behalf of my colleagues, to draw atten- 
tion to the subject. contract for the 
electric light continues until the 30th June; 
the correspondence with regard to it has 
always been published in’ the papers, 
and the public are fairly well acquainted 
with the whole question. I shall not pass 
any further criticism upon the light than is 
necessary to let the public know what the 
whole matter of the electric light is. It 
cannot be said to have been on the whole 
satisfactory. We have had certain fines to 
impose for cases in which the Settlement 
has not been properly lighted ; and it is 
necessary that I should mention, in order 
that the public should form an ‘unbiased 
opinion, that from January to December 
the fines amounted to $559. From July to 
December daily reports were given as to 
the condition in which the lights were, by 
the police on duty during the night. I 
find that in July there were fifteen nights 
in which the lights were reported all cor- 


























rect; in August, eight ; in September, five 5 
in October, two; in November, twelve ; and 
in December nineteen nights on which 
were re} all correct. All that Im 
jer about the light is that if the 
Ratepayers decide not to have the electric 
light after the 30th June the eoonomy 
ted in the finances will be between 
Tis. 4,000 and Tis. 6,000, roughly speaking 
—Tis. 4,000 perhaps. ' That, I think, 
gentlemen, is as much as it is necessary for 
me to say on the subject of lighting. ‘Then 
after that, gentlemen, there are one or two 
items which I need not dwell upon. Sur- 
veyor’s Office—well, you are aware that 
there is there an increase of about Tis. 
4,000. ‘That is the balance of the Hong- 
Kew survey. ‘Then, after Surveyor's Office, 
thereis Public Works, Thesewehavereduced 
to the very lowest point we can possibly re- 
dluce them to} and there will undoubted: 
ly be a large sum required under this 
head in 1886, We trust that the amend- 
ment which has just been passed with re- 
gard to the Wharfage Dues will enable us 
to cope with that in the future, With re- 
gard to the Town Band, the Committee 
wve been bound down to expend only that 
which is allowed them in the budget, As 
regards the Volunteers, there is no antici 
pation that there will be any saving on 
Stat 5 but all every economy will be prac 
tised. We shall have a much smaller out- 
lay for stores and one thing and another in 
connection with the Volunteers than in the 
past. There will be a slight increase in

d to the Eurasian School; but that 
ill be very small indeed, In the Fire 
Department there will be a saving of Tis. 
1,000 as compared with the previous year. 
Then there is the Sinking Fund, which 
you will find on Page 21. Of course Tis. 
10,000 are absolutely necessary to pay off 
debentures. Putting this amount with the 
interest, the two items require together Tls. 
26,000. ‘In looking through the other items, 
gentlemen, it does not occurto me that there 
are any which it is necessary for me to 
draw special attention to.

I think, gentlemen, with those remarks, 1 
may leave the matter in your hands. I beg 
to propose Resolution IV.

Mr. Hoco—Will the item for the Hong- 
kew Survey complete the survey ? 

Mr. Mackexztz—Yes, It was Tis. 7,500 
originally. : 

Mr. How—TI have an amendment to pro- 

se, Mr. Chairman, with your permission. 
We have done a great deal to-day with a 
view of putting our finances into a more 
respectable shape; but I am afraid that 
there is still a great deal to be done, and 
we shall all have to put our shoulders to 
the wheel and work for the benefit of the 
Commonwealth in which we live ;—the éx- 
pression ‘‘ Commonwealth” is hardly ap- 
plicable at the present time—I Tight 
almost call it “Common-woe.”—(Laughter.) 
—As Theodore Hook said of literary men, 
“You may well call us the Common: 
wealth of letters, for I'm hanged if we, 
have a sovereign amongst us.” That 
is our position now. I hope I shall not 
weary you with figures ; but I find that in 
the financial statement for 1885 there is an 
anticipated revenue of Tis. 346,560; but 
this includes the contemplated debenture 
issue of Tis. 59,000. Deducting that from 
the ‘estimated revenue we get Tis. 287,560. 
But this includes house-tax at ten per cent., 
and we must therefore deduct the differ- 
ence between Tis. 52,500, house-tax at ten 
per cent., and Tis. 42,424, the amount 
which it produced last year at eightper cent, 
This well leave Tis. 275,484. Then I will 
add to that the Wharfage Dues which have 
just beon imposed, and which I do not 
think it safe to calculate at over Tis. 5,000 a 
month for ten months—Tls,. 50,000. ° This 
will then give a revenue of Tis. 32,484, 
‘The iture is estimatedat Ts. 346,560, 
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fupposed surplus of Tis, 2,125— 
leaving Tis. 344,435. That includes a pre- 
sent deficit of Tis. 58,883, which it is to be 
hoped-will be swept away. ‘There must be 
added to this. expenditure the expenses in 
the Ince Foreshore case, which will not 
de less than Tis. 4,500,” There will thus 
bo an expenditure of Tis. 348,935, against a 
Fovenue of Ts. 325,484, leaving a deficit of 
‘Ms. 23,451 unprovided for. It is possible 
that the Whasfage Duos may produce Tis. 
60,000 instead of ‘Tis. 50,000 ; but even 
then there will still be a deficiency of 
Tls. 13,451. Of course the Police Scheme 
has been the chief absorbant of our Muni- 
cipal money. Practically we may be said 
to have frittered away Tis. 100,000 in two 
years—(cheers),—and we are committed to 
a further frittering away of Ts. 20,000 to 
‘Pls. 30,000 per annum. As to whether we 
are receiving any corresponding advantage 
for such an enormous expenditure, every 
one must have his own opinion. ‘The fact 
is, gentlemen, we have got a scheme which, 
even if it were eflicient, is too large. We 
have Joaded our ship’ with too many 
guns j and when the gallant commander 
found the vessel sinking beneath him, he 
took refuge in the only available hope, 
and put himself safely ashore.—(Laughter.) 
Perhaps, gentlemen, under the circum 
stances that was a’ very wise thing to 
do; and I suspect that the Municipal 
Council were very "much of the same 
opinion ; for with a grim humour, and 
with that affwbility which never for a 
moment deserts him, the Chairman of the 
Council proposed a vote of thanks to him, 
—(Laughter.)—It has been suggested that 
we should at once terminate sonte of the 
engagements which exist. ‘There is nothing 
for us to do but to throw the guns over- 
board if we wish to save the ship. It has 
been suggested that it would be desirable 
to terminate some of the agreements, even 
if we had to, pay money compensation in 
order to do it, “At any rate I trust that 
instructions will be given to the Couneil 
not to renew any of the agreements which 
are at present in force ; and the incumbents 
of those offices should ‘be given to under- 
stand that very fow of them will be wanted 
after the expiry of their terms. I should 
like, in a rough and ready way, to propose 
that the expenditure on the Police Force 
should be reduced from Tls. 79,000 to Tis. 
69,000 ; but after the remarks which have 
fallen from the Chairman of the Council, I 
am afraid no economy on this head is prac- 
ticable. ‘Then again there are the charity 
votes, which I should like to see swopt 
away. They are opposed to the Constitution 
of the Settlement ; but they have been 
allowed to creep in. Take, for instance, 
the grant to that very excellent institution 
the Shanghai Library. Why are we te be 
taxed to provide books for the subscribers 
to that institution? Every subscriber, in 
consequence of the misplaced charity of the 
Ratepayers, receives the benefit of one tacl 
per annum from the Municipal taxes. Why, 
igain, should we be asked to educate Eura- 
sian children? We may next be required 
to cluthe and feed them. Political economy 
demonstrates that the more encouragement 
ou offer in this respect the more you, are 
ikely tuincrease and propagate the supply of 
this very undesirable species.—(Laughter.) 
—These, however, are simple matters of 
fact ; and I shall leave it to the Ratepayers 
to bring forward resolutions upon them. 1 
do, however, see my way to a saving of 
Tis. 5,000 ; and I trust that the proposi- 
tion I am’ about to make will receive the 
support of the Ratepayers. T will conclude 
‘with this amendment, Bx. Chairman :— 

Amendment.—That the amount proposed 
to be appropriated for Lighting be reduced 
by five thousand taels, viz., from Tls. 24,700 
to Tis. 19,700. 

‘Mr. Voureoxr—I beg to second that. 
Mr. Apuen—Mr. Chairman and gentle- 
mien; I'want to reply in a few words to one 
remark of Mr. How's about the commander

anything about the old Police Force, and I 
do not want to know anything about it; 
but what I can state is that we have now a 
very efficient Police Force. It was handed 
over to the present Council ina form which 
was highly efficient at the time ; and it is so 
now. It is not a right statement to say 
that Mr. Holliday was in a sinking ship. 

‘The Carxawax—The question before the 
meeting is with regard to lighting. 

Mr. Werwone—I wish to say with regard 
to Mr. How's amendment that after all his 
statements about the Police Force, and 
so forth, and so forth, itis very evident 
that the real blow is intended for the 
electric light. If this amendment is 
passed and the resolution of which 
notice has been given with regard to 
the electric light comes on, there will 
be a deficiency of Tis. 5,000 in the 
amount appropriated for lighting in the 
budget ; and that will be a reason for reject- 
ing the resolution, I only wish to point, 
out how very small the saving to be effected 
is. To the man who pays Tls. 1,500 a 
year in rent, the saving is something like 
one cent aday. Gentlemen, I submit that 
under the circumstances it would be unwise 
and impolitic to attempt to make an altera- 
tion in the budget for so sinall a considera- 
tion as that. 

‘Mr. Purvox proposed that the mesting 
should adjourn for tiftin. 

‘Mr. Kisesmiut seconded the motion,

The chief 
objection, to my mind, to continuing the 
electric light is the necessity for re- 
trenchment ; but now we are going to get 
what will be a very considerable income 
from the Wharfage Dues there is not the 
same necessity for retrenchment. I think 
it would be a great pity to give up the 
electric light because we are for the moment 
in comparative poverty ; there are many 
ways in which retrenchment might be made 
with better advantage. Then there are 
certain inaccuracies in Mr. How's remarks 
with regard to the Shanghai Library. No 
doubt a strict adherence to political econo- 
my would be against our doing anything 
except actually— 

‘The Cuarntas—The question before the 
meeting is lighting. 

Mr. Livriz—I bow to the Chairman’s 
decision. 1 think the Ratepayers will be 


















































very sorry to see the electric light done 
away with altogether after the 30th June— 
to see the Settlement going back tu the 


somewhat dismal luminant which is actual], 
now at last being discarded in London, anc 
which is very rapidly being discarded in 
the more progressive United States.

Mr. Lirtte—Then it is not directed 
against the electric light ? 

‘Mr. How—My amiendment is to meot 
public emergency. ‘There is no private 
consideration in it of any kind. 

Mr. Wermoxe—May I be permitted to 
make a remark? Of course anyone can seo 
what the effect of this amendment will be. 

‘The Cuarnsax—You have already spoken 
once, Mr. Wetmore. 

‘Mr. Werone—If I have the permission 
of the Chairman I can speak. The effect 
of this voto will be to put the electric light 
out of the field. When we bring our reso- 
lution forward they will turn round and 
say, “ There is no money for it, 

Mr. Waiyewniout—I trust that this 
meeting will not be led away by Mn 
How's peculiar speech, and somewhat 
insidious amendment. It is w very ins 
convenient. and somewhat unfair way of 
dealing with the question of the clectrio 
light to drag it forirard in this way when 
there is a motion to bring it properly before 
us. I hope you will not allow the question 
to be disposed of in this way. I must say 
I think Mr. How’s amendinent, if it is not 
quite a stab in the dark, is certainly a stab 
by gas-light.—(Laughter.) 

Mr. Horuipay—Mr. Chairman, it is with 
very great regret that I hear a suggestion 
on the part of Mr. How that the vote as 
reganls expenditure on Police matters should 
be reduced. As regards what Mr. How was 
good enough to say about my desertion, I 
think it is distinguished by the good taste 
which very often characterises that gentle- 
man's remarks. ‘ 

Mr. Cuarmsax—The question before the 
meeting is that of shting. . 
Dir, Houway—l think, Sir, that in his 


























speech Mr. How recommended thata strong 
weight should be brought to bear on the 
Council to get them to reduce the expendi- 
ture on the Police Force. 

‘The Cuareway—That is not before tho 
meeting.

As the budget, before this 
alteration, was very nearly balanced, there 
being a very small credit balance—certainly 
not inore than we ought to have under any 
circumstances,—there clearly remains a de- 
ficit of about Tis. 20,000 which has to be 
met either by increasing our income or by 
reducing our expenditure. I fancy that the 
time for increasing our income has past 5 
we have accepted the proposals uf the Coun- 
cil subject to one amendment ; and conse- 
quently the only things left to us are either 
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Gas Company. It is a question whether 
wwe should not keop up e healthy competi- 
tion and give the electric light one chance 
more to see if it cannot be made a satisfac- 
tory and efficient light for the pubiic. ‘The 
cost is so small that although every economy 
is necessary I hope the meeting will decide 
that this is not an expenditure which it is 
desirable to curtail. 

Mr, Reyosutti—T am very sony, that 
this question of electric lighting ‘should 
have fallen into the category of a simple 
Aispute between the Electric Company and 
the Gas Company ; and I think it is most 
unsatisfactory to ‘the meeting that the 
speakers on one side and the other should 
be actuated apparently—so far as we 
ean see—not so much by a wish to light 
the Settlement properly, and at the lowest 
possible rate, as by a consideration as to 
whether we aro to be in the hands of 
the Shanghai Electric Company or the 
Shanghai Gas Company. Personally I have 
no interest in either the Electric Company 
or the Gas Company ; and I think I may be 
allowed to make a few remarks, As re- 
gards the suggestion that this has been 

ought on at an inregular time, I cannot 
see any tangible ubjection to this being 
Drought forward now. It is to the con- 
venience of the meeting that the question 
should be discussed when there is a full 
quorum of Ratepayers present, and not at 
ie end of the meeting, when,’ by a litele 
manipulation, one side’ or the other may 
succeed in getting a majority of votes. The 
statement that Mr. Purdon in producing 
his authorities, produced them from the 
ranks of those interested in gas-lighting is, 
I may say, directly contrary to the case. 

Purdon quoted Engtnecring, which fa 
well-known as an organ of electric light- 
ing; and it is a positive fact that the 
failures of electric lighting are quoted 
from week to week in the columns of 
Engineering. ‘That is a very proot 
that electric lighting is not making the 
rapid progress which its sanguine supporters 
would like us to believe. I believe there 
are places where the electric light is the 
boat that can possibly be, introduced ; but 
when it comes to lighting long circuits 
of narrow streets a more impracticable light 
than the eletric light cannot be intro- 
auced. I look upon the electric light at 
present as only in its infancy. I have very 
tle doubt that one of these days it will be 
a glorious success ; but at present it is 
expensive, and—what is worse—it fails. 
Now with regard to gas we have the state- 
ment of the Chairman that if gas is adopted 
in place of the electric light the expendi- 
ture can be reduced by Tis. 5,000 ; and we 
are to presume that the Council have gone 
carefully into the matter. And if 
is not so brilliant as the electric light it is 
certainly more steady—we can count on its 
continuing through the night. At present 
it is dangerous to drive through the streets 
at night owing to the vagaries of the electric 
light. And this is by nomeans peculiar tothe 
electric light as it exists in Shanghai ; 
not think it has been much worse here th 
elsewhere. It is not as perfect as it mig] 
be, but taking it all round, the electric 
light as it exists in Shanghai, as compared 
with it as it exists elsewhere, is very fair. 
T find that all the world over where the 
electric light has been placed in sin 
conditions its disadvantages and uncertain- 
ties quite’ counterbalance its advantages in 
every case, Now under these circumstances, 
considering the very considerable saving 
that can be effected by the substitution of 
was for the electric light I think we shall 
fe perfectly justified in supporting. the 
amendment proposed by Mr. How. The 
present state of the finances is not one in 
which we can afford to spend Tis. 5,000 
per annum in this way. I'am disposed to 
calculate the difference in price as much 
more, but I will accept the estimate of the 
Chairman of the Council for the difference 
in-expense ; and I say by knocking off 
‘that. ‘Tis.-6,000, and Teintroducing “gas, 






























































with the improvements that science has 
introduced into the method of lighting by 
gas, we shall have afar more practicable 
and far more reliable light than we at pre- 
sent have in the hands of the Electric Co. 
Last year I opposed the electric light on 
the score that the Company had made a 
contract to provide light for the Settlement 
and had come to the Ratepayers, with no 
reason stated, asking them to pay an addi- 
tional sum to what was originally proposed, 
and they made promises th this addi- 
tional sum was granted to them there 
would be no further complaints. I pointed 
out that there was no guarantee of this ; 
and I think our experience of the electric 
lig has been anything but favourable. 
Jn one month, we are told, there were only 
two nights in which no complaints were 
made with regard to the efliciency of the 
light ; and I can state from my own experi- 
ence that I have never passed along the 
Bund without finding one or more—often 
several—of the laps scarcely giving any 
light. I think a Tit which exists under 
such conditions as these is only existing on 
the lines of charity ; it is not a light suit- 
uble for the Settlement, and the sooner we 
get rid of it the better. ’ With regard to the 
future of the electric light, I dare say in the 
future either the Electric Company or some 
other Company will provide us with a very 
good light ; but we are not called upon here 
to lead the van of civilization or to set an 
example to anybody else, but to do the 
best we can for ourselves. 

Mr. Pervos—With regard to what Mr, 
Drummond has said, I particularly avoided 
making any quotation from any gas journal. 
The journals I quoted were the Statist, 
EBugineer the Electric News, and the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger—none of them 
interested in gas in any way. 

Mr. Fraxcts—I wish to make just one 
remark with reference to the amount of 
‘is. 5,000 which Mr. How proposes to save. 
The saving would be either Tis. 8,000 if 
the Bray lights are used, or Ts. 11,000 if 
they are not used. The saving for the half- 

‘ear would therefore be cither Tis. 4,000 or

‘Mr, ApLeK—That is with single lamps on 
the Bund.

It is 
quested that the picking of the leav 
be promptly made according ‘to the time, 
and that the growers will by no 
allow the time to pase without pick 
thew, “At the present moment, tex leaves 
in the Fubkien province are uanally picked 
after a lapse of throe or four days beyond 
the proper time, ‘This practice has an 
injurions effect, aves crnnot stand, 
the temperature, hence the finest: leaves: 
became coarser, and those who wish their 
ten troes to prod 
well to pick them according to the proper 
time. This is a matter of vital importauce. 

time of picking, it is proper for you 
ide the leaves into first, 
and middling qualities ; when tl 
they should be placed in separate baskets

We are informed that this was the practice 
in former times, and now why cannot they:
